SMOKE. 


We are in receipt of Mr. Ellwood H. McClelland’s 
monograph, “Bibliography of Smoke and Smoke 
Prevention.” It is issued as Smoke Investigation 
Bulletin No. 2 of the Mellon Institute of Industrial 
Research, University of Pittsburgh. Mr. McClel- 
land, as Technology Librarian of the Carnegie Library, 
Pittsburgh, has had unusual opportunity for such a 
compilation and the bibliography is very full, cover- 
ing the subject in its broadest sense, including refer- 
ences to the laws of the different States, and of 
Canada; and the smoke problem in different locali- 
ties both in this country and in Europe.

Harper’s Weekly has again changed its size in the 
middle of a year. Beginning with the issue of 
Aug. 16, 1918, when Mr. Norman Hapgood assumed 
the editorship, the page was made two inches nar- 
rower, and two inches shorter. The price was raised 
at the same time from $4.00 to $5.00 a year. For- 
tunately the new publishers were wise enough to 
commence a new volume, so the problem of binding is 
simplified, except for those libraries which have been 
binding this weekly in half year volumes.

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S. S. GREEN’S. 
“PUBLIC LIBRARY MOVEMENT.”’’* 


With the exception of the first ten pages, reminis- 
ence rather than history is the proper characteriza- 
tion of Mr. Green’s welcome volume. Reminiscence, 
of course, is history in the making, the raw material 
of personal incident and point of view without 
which as foundation no later historical structure is 
possible. Such raw material Mr. Green gives abun- 
dantly, in a record apparently somewhat rambling 
yet when analyzed, diligent and careful, covering 
primarily the growth and development of the Ameri- 
can Library Association during its first seventeen 
years, and incidentally including a great amount of 
detail — personal, biographical, and bibliothecal — 
regarding libraries and librarians. As librarian of 
the Worcester Public Library, Mr. Green’s own active 
share in the American public library movement began 
in 1871, and continued until 1909. He closes this 
record, however, with the year 1893, partly, it is 
evident, with the feeling that his own broader activi- 
ties after that date began to lessen, and partly prob- 
ably also because the last twenty years have seen a 
public library development so monumental, so far- 
reaching, and so varied, that its record could hardly 
be threaded on a single cord of personal recollection. 

The Librarians’ Convention of 1853 is, of course, 
the starting point for all chronicles of organized 
American library development. To this Mr. Green 
devotes his first chapter, summarizing the proceed- 
ings as reported at the time in Norton's Literary 
Register, giving brief personal or biographical com- 
ment on the participants, and emphasizing the curi- 
ous fact that this meeting brought forth proposals 
for centralized printing of catalog titles (Professor 
Jewett’s ‘‘mud catalogue’’), for a central catalog of 
all books in the libraries of the country, for better 
distribution of public documents, and for ‘‘the pro- 
motion of popular libraries’ —all subjects that in 
more or less varying guise were to hold their place 
in library Conventions and library literature for the 
next half century and more. With the second chapter 
opens the record of the beginnings of American library 
organization in 1876, that chronicle of events and 
persons familiar to all library workers today through 
memories of personal acquaintance and association, 
or through the volumes of the library periodicals; 
but of which hardly half a score remain who, like 
Mr. Green, can say — “all of this I saw, much of it I 
was.” He dwells, of course, upon the potent influ- 
ences of that notable year, the publication of the 
memorable Government report on libraries, the organi- 
zation of the American Library Association, and the 
founding of the Library Journal, linking with these a 
chain of varied comment, often personal, always 
salient and interesting. 

The successive chapters, each, roughly speaking, 
covering about a year, follow a generally similar 
arrangement; in most of them first place is given to 
the A. L. A. Conference in its due chronological order, 
with note of leading papers or special characteristics 
of programme, with descriptions of hospitalities, 
sight-seeing and post-conference trips, drawn evi-

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dently from a store of happy memories, and with 
comment upon the leaders in the ranks and the 
newcomers entering year by year, to come in their 
turn to leadership; then follow brief notes of the 
chief library events of the year, libraries estab- 
lished or re-organized, library buildings, and the 
successive often scattered steps toward library train- 
ing, library extension, library associations, and the 
formulation of technique; and for each chapter 
there is personal comment on librarians, sometimes 
in considerable biographical detail. The whole effect 
is rather broken and desultory, for the style is that 
of informal recollection, in brief, plain statement, 
and recollection has been constantly fortified by 
digest or excerpt from A. L. A. Proceedings and the 
pages of the Library Journal. The book will hardly 
appeal to those outside the library field, but within 
that field it has permanent value and interest, and is 
fittingly characterized by the name of the series in 
which it appears —the “useful reference series.” 

It may be demurred that Mr. Green’s volume is a 
record of the American Library Association rather 
than one of American public library development. 
But no one who has studied this subject can fail 
to see how inseparable is this connection, and that 
the history of American libraries, especially for the 
period here covered, is also the history of the national 
association. One doubts if any kindred association 
has been as potent in its influence upon the institu- 
tions or the calling that it represents. The rela- 
tively small number of active workers enlisted in the 
ranks during the earlier years made for rapid dessemi- 
nation of principles and opinions, for quick interplay 
of mind upon mind; the high ideals, earnestness, and 
intellectual qualities of the leaders set at once stand- 
ards still accepted and admired; the lack of funds 
meant the best and hardest work of all, the volun- 
teer work of those who labor fer their ideals. Every- 
one who can look back upon any share in the long 
series of A. L. A. conferences must feel deeply that 
there can be very few organizations that have kept 
so long and so unimpaired so strong a spirit of vitality 
and fellowship. 

Many are the familiar names that run through Mr. 
Green’s reminiscences. Winsor, Poole, Lloyd P. 
Smith, Cutter, Dewey, and Henry Bradshaw, re- 
ceive, perhaps, the most detailed notice; but almost 
every man and woman identified with American 
libraries during the years covered is mentioned, and 
many English librarians. Personal experience, of 
course, is interwoven throughout, and is perhaps 
especially interesting in connection with the First 
International Convention of 1877. Indeed every 
librarian who dips into the volume will find the stage 
set with familiar scenes and actors, and will glean 
many an interesting and unremembered bit of infor- - 
mation or edification — such as the first bold essay 
at Sunday opening in New England, at Worcester in 
1872; or the organization of the first local associa- 
tion, the long-defunct Western Library Association, 
in 1881; or, more recent but still to be classed as 
ancient history, the hesitating advocacy in 1890 of 
permitting readers a limited access to shelves. 

Miss Grace Moore furnishes a compact index, 
very satisfactory for proper names but occasionally 
lacking in subject fullness.

ARTHUR SCHNITZLER. 


On May 15, 1862, was born this, the leading Austrian 
dramatist of today. His father was a famous physician; 
and he himself received his degree as doctor of medi- 
cine in 1885. From 1886 to 1888 he saw active hospi- 
tal service, and since 1888, has enjoyed an extensive 
private practice in Vienna. An experienced pathologist, 
he_is likewise a clever-psychologist. In 1908 the Grill- 
parzer Prize was awarded him. Short stories and novels, 
as well as dramas, are equally the work of this literary 


adept. His dramas, in chronological order, are as fol-

Arthur Schnitzler is a master of the one-act form of 
drama; and his most popular success has been Anatol. 
The play of his which has left the most permanent 
impression is the tragedy in three acts, Liebelei. In the 
extended five-act drama, Schnitzler has not won gen- 
uine success.
